He said it was heartbreak¬ 
ing to come in on the train 
and see the waiting room all 
locked up at Crewkeme sta¬ 
tion. The book is full of 
memories and photographs 
of life on the railway from 
Mr Robins diaries, kept 
since 1930. He said: “I did¬ 
n’t write it to make money 
out of it, just to cover the 
costs and as long as people 
are interested I will keep 
publishing. So many people 
in the town still remember 
the railway as it was.” 

The book follows the 
grime sweat and tears and 
fun of life the footplate and 
includes an excerpt about 


the day Mr Robins wit¬ 
nessed a near disaster when 
a train partially derailed in 
the station in 1953. He 
said: “Her middle driving 
wheel on the driver’s side 
was off the track and resting 
inside the rail, the either 
side coupling rods were 
grotesquely bent. Even I 
could see that if one of 
those rods had broken there 
would have been a major 
disaster.”

Rural crime team makes a difference 


A RURAL crime team introduced to the area less 
than a year ago has already had a big effect by 
making 40 arrests and recovering £100,000 of 
stolen plant. 

The dedicated rural crime team was introduced in April 
2010 and llminster beat manager Louise Cowell was sec¬ 
onded to the team, which focussed on offenders targeting 
rural communities to commit crimes including the theft 
of plant, livestock, fuel and scrap metal. 

The team was initially in place for six weeks but due to 
its success has twice been extended and will continue to 
run until at least December 2011. 

Rural crime was identified as a priority because of the 
high value of farm machinery and the significant impact 
this has on the livelihood of the victims. Following a de¬ 
tailed analysis of the problem a plan was put in place to 
tackle the problem. The measures were designed to make 
it harder for criminals to operate, by improving intelli¬ 
gence about the people involved and removing opportu¬ 
nities for them to sell the stolen items. 

Officers have been encouraging farmers to sign up to a 


Farm Watch scheme. Farmers are provided with signs for 
their fences which show they are part of the scheme, have 
access to crime prevention advice and can work with the 
police to send and receive information about people com¬ 
mitting crime on farms. There are now more than 800 
farms signed up to the scheme - an increase of 400 per 
cent since April 2010. 

Other measures to tackle rural crime include making it 
harder for criminals to move stolen scrap metal on the 
roads by stopping vehicles carrying waste materials. 
Businesses transporting waste must have a waste carriage 
licence and police checks ensure they have the correct 
paperwork and are not carrying stolen materials. So far 
eight people have been issued with fines for not having a 
licence. 

Police are also attending plant, property and land auc¬ 
tions to meet farmers and look for stolen property that 
may be up for sale. Money from crime is sometimes used 
to buy property at auctions so police officers will use 
powers to seize money if they believe it is gained from 
crime. The rural crime team regularly attend land and 


property auctions and have seized money under the Pro¬ 
ceeds of Crime Act. Because of this auction houses across 
South Somerset do not now accept any cash for pur¬ 
chases, making it difficult for criminals to launder the 
money they get from crime. 

Other tactics being used to fight rural crime include 
working with the National Equipment Register to identify 
stolen plant. There is also a dedicated Police Community 
Support Officer to work with scrap dealers to improve 
the checks they make on people selling metal and share 
information about the people involved in crime. Showing 
the benefits this can bring, police alerted scrap dealers to 
the theft of 14 taps from a village. A dealer contacted the 
police and the offender was identified, arrested and ad¬ 
mitted a further 71 thefts in rural villages around South 
Petherton. He was convicted of all the offences and re¬ 
ceived a custodial sentence. 

Sergeant Ed Hawkins leads the rural crime team which 
also includes PC Tim Rust, PC Lou Cowell and PCSO 
Matt Tailby. Speaking about the team, Sergeant Hawkins 
said: “Since the introduction of the rural crime team we 
have made a real impact on rural crime in the area. We 
have made 40 arrests and five of those have already been 
given custodial sentences. We have had more than 700 
pieces of intelligence about rural crime and known of¬ 
fenders and we have seized £100,000 of plant and £4,700 
of cash. 

“We have sent a clear message to rural criminals that 
we will not let them target our communities. I hope the 
results we have achieved also reassures residents that we 
are determined to protect them from crime. We will con¬ 
tinue to be relentless in cracking down on rural crime and 
will examine all the information we get about people 
committing offences.”

Village youth services under threat 


WITH their libraries already under 
threat, the villages of South Pether¬ 
ton and Martock now face the with¬ 
drawal of county council funding 
for their youth clubs. 

Detailed proposals to cut the cost of 
providing youth services across 
Somerset were revealed last week. 
Somerset County Council had al¬ 
ready announced it would reduce 
funding to youth services over the 
next three years by around 75 per 
cent and the first details of that re¬ 
duction show that of the 12 current 
county council owned youth cen¬ 


tres, seven could be handed over to 
community or voluntary groups to 
take over and run. 

More than 30 other community 
based youth groups are currently 
supported with the county council 
providing youth work staff or fi¬ 
nance but held in buildings such as 
village halls and community-owned 
youth centres. 

Of these, 11 face closure although it 
is hoped that many of these will 
continue to operate through support 
from volunteers or voluntary organ¬ 
isations. Other youth services pro¬ 


vided by youth workers will also be 
reduced. 

Cabinet member for children and 
young people, councillor John 
Osman, said the proposals would 
save the authority £2.25m over three 
years: “Reducing Somerset County 
Council’s youth services will have 
an impact on some young people 
across the county. I am sure though 
that many of these centres will con¬ 
tinue to operate and we are already 
in detailed talks with several groups 
and partners keen to explore alter¬ 
natives.”

THE TRADE waste section of Chard Recycling 
Centre at Beeching Close will open on Monday, 
February 14th, over a year after the site itself was 
opened and small businesses will have a new 
specialist service available for their recycling 
needs. 

The new service will be run by Viridor and lo¬ 
cated at a separately identified area of the site 
providing extensive recycling facilities at com¬ 
petitive prices for small and medium businesses. 

It will offer recycling or disposal of a compre¬ 
hensive range of materials and items covering 
more than 20 types, from glass bottles to gas 
bottles, televisions to timber. 

Prices ranging from no charge for cellphones 
to £1.20 for a crate of newspapers, £2.40 for a 
dustbin of clean timber and £48 for a large van 
load of soil and hardcore (all including VAT). A 
price list is available on the SWP Business Recy¬ 
cling Advice web page and from the Chard site. 

Open Monday to Friday, 9am-12noon and 
1pm-4pm, and on Saturdays, 9am-12noon, the 
Chard service aims to meet the needs of busi¬ 
nesses that do not need regular collections by 
contractors, may discard only small amounts or 
require short-term extra services. 

Somerset Waste Partnership Business Recycling 
Advisor Helen Ridler said: "SWP has been very 
successful, in partnership with Viridor, in increas¬ 
ing household recycling rates and we would like 
to do more to help smaller businesses to recycle 
legally at low cost. 

"We are sure businesses will find the new Chard 
centre a great resource, cutting their costs and 
travel, and ensuring they have all the paperwork 
and follow all the rules on waste."

SOUTH Somerset District Council has joined the Food Standards 
Agency’s Food Hygiene Rating Scheme, which rates premises from 
zero, where urgent improvements are needed, to five where com¬ 
pliance with hygiene law is very good. 

The scheme was launched by the FSA in November and had al¬ 
ready been adopted by other local authorities in Somerset. The stan¬ 
dard will be the same for all parts of the region which means that 
now anyone wondering how hygienic pubs, takeaways and food 
businesses are in the Crewkerne, Chard and Ilminster area, will be 
able to find out. Schools and community hospitals have also been 
assessed. 

People can look up the ratings online and can make informed 
choices about where to eat out or buy food. 

The scheme is designed to drive up standards across the district 
by encouraging food businesses to keep up good practices or further 
improve their hygiene. Having a single scheme operating in Eng¬ 
land, Wales and Northern Ireland will help to ensure consistency for 
businesses and clarity for consumers across local authority bound¬ 
aries. 

A selection of those who received a five-star rating in south Som¬ 
erset District were chosen to be part of the launch in the area. They 
included Barrett Brothers butchers in Crewkerne and Bakery Roy- 
A1 of Martock. 

Their rating is clearly displayed with a certificate on the premises. 

Councillor Ric Pallister, South Somerset District Council’s Deputy 
Leader and Environmental Health Portfolio Holder said: “This 
scheme is an excellent way of raising awareness of food hygiene, 
allowing people to see how premises are operating against hygiene 
legislation and helping to improve standards. 

“We’ve had some very positive feedback already. Of course, if a 
business receives a low rating then we offer them every assistance 
to help them improve and work towards compliance with food 
safety regulations. 

“The emphasis is on keeping standards high for our residents and 
visitors and also helping businesses to understand what they need 
to do to operate safe, clean and successful premises. Driving up stan¬ 
dards benefits the customers, the business and hence the economy 
of South Somerset; everyone wins. We are pleased to be one of the 
first councils across the country to join the national scheme.”

Kids find fun in the kitchen

T rained chef 

Aaron Driver, 
known in Ilminster 
for his shop Cornhill 
Wines, is offering his 
s ki lls at his son’s school in 
Hambridge where they 
started a Let’s Get Cook¬ 
ing club after school last 
year. 

Every Tuesday after 
school, a group of children 
meet in the village hall 
and they make three or 
four things. Following the 
recipes themselves, they 
cook healthy food from 
scratch, with guidance 


from the volunteer adults 
and then gather around a 
table for a tasting session. 
This week they made a 
herb omelette, a tasty tor¬ 
tilla with peppers onions 
and potatoes, bacon, leek 
and cheese muffins and an 
omelette with cheese, 
onions, peas and mint. The 
children said how much 
they enjoyed the club and 
it had given them the con¬ 
fidence to cook at home 
for their families and 
friends. 


School teacher and club 
co-ordinator Zoe Dennis 
said they were working 
through the different age 
groups. She added how 
wonderful it was to have a 
professional helping in the 
kitchen and other parents 
were volunteering as well. 
Mrs Dennis commented: 
“This is such a brilliant 
scheme, they provide 
everything and it is so 
good for the children, I 
don’t know why more 
people aren’t doing it. The 


parents here are very sup¬ 
portive and some of the 
children were helping a lit¬ 
tle in the kitchen at home 
but they have so much 
more confidence to do it 
themselves this way.” 
While they were enjoying 
their tasting the children, 
all between eight and ten, 
were asked what they had 
learned that was new or 
challenging. Some had 
flipped an omelette for the 
first time, one girl had 
chopped her first onion 
and another said she and 
her partner had learnt it 
was easier to chop bacon 
with scissors than a knife. 
Let’s Get Cooking is using 
a £20 million Big Lottery 
Fund grant to set up a net¬ 
work of 5,000 cooking 
clubs across England, for 
children, their families and 
the wider community. Full 
clubs receive funding for 
cooking equipment and 
club running costs, train¬ 
ing for adult helpers and a 
range of resources. The re¬ 
sources include a start-up 
pack for each club, wall 
charts, food safety advice, 
child-friendly versions of 
recipes, a termly activity 
and newsletter, and much 
more. All clubs have their 
own club page on the web¬ 
site and have access to 
downloadable resources 
and advice.

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RETIRED schoolmaster Norman Powell enjoys continuing to support stu¬ 
dents at his old school, as a member of the Rotary Club of Crewkerne. Born 
in the Forest of Deane, he came to Crewkerne in 1953 as a teacher at the 
grammar school which later became Wadham Community School. 

He left school himself in 1944 to do his service in the Navy. On returning, 
Norman followed the footsteps of his own master who taught physics and 
hockey. He had to spend an extra year studying at Bristol University to gain 
his higher maths as there had been a shortage of maths teachers during 
the war, the law was you had to do a year's practical, so he was 27 by the 
time he became a qualified teacher. Norman played for the university 
hockey team during his last two years and later he became the chairman 
of the Men's Athletic Union and played hockey for the west of England. 


• WHAT brought you to teach in 
Crewkerne? 

A friend at university had done his 
training at Crewkerne Grammar School 
and told me they were known for 
hockey and rugby - when I saw the ad¬ 
vert I remembered that. I sat with the 
chair of governors from 12-12.30 and 
he said if you'll have us we'll have you. 

• WHAT did you like most about 
teaching? 

Being able to give time to young peo¬ 
ple. It is not a nine to four job, I don't 
think anyone should be a teacher that 
is not prepared to spend time outside 
of the classroom. When it was a gram¬ 
mar school, I was a non-resident board¬ 
ing master and inside the classroom 
you taught the subject and outside the 
classroom they got to know you as a 
human being, and you got to know 
them. 

• WHAT has been the biggest 
change at the school over the years? 

I think the building of the sports centre, 
the work done on that and the equip¬ 
ment gave a lot more opportunities for 
different types of sport. You could even 
play a type of hockey indoors. Also the 
loss of the house system, that was a 
good system as it mixed the years to¬ 
gether and we would have inter-house 
competitions in everything, from de¬ 
bating to sport. Now it is all based on 
year groups. 

• DO you think hockey is too over¬ 
looked as a sport? 

Yes I think footballers get far too much 
attention, hockey just isn't played 
enough in schools. It has basically been 
done in grammar schools and inde¬ 
pendent schools, it stopped at Wad- 
ham after I left. We used to have mixed 
matches with the boys and girls as well 
as the staff and we would challenge the 
parents, it was great fun for everyone. 

• WHAT did you love about hockey, 
and what position did you play? 

I was centre half. I loved team games 
rather than individual sport and it's a 
very different game whether you play 
on grass or the all -weather pitches that 
came in. I preferred playing on grass. It 
has changed a lot over the years, the 
rules are completely different now, I 
don't know if I could ref a match any¬ 
more. 

• WHEN did you retire from teaching? 

I left Wadham in 1989 but I did supply 
teaching until I was 65, my life was 
school. When I gave up hockey at 45, 
they asked me to be on the county se¬ 
lection committee but I didn't want to, 
I was too involved in school. My wife 
Mollie and I used to take 25 kids camp¬ 
ing, she used to take them for their 


Duke of Edinburgh awards. We would 
go to the Pyrenees in the summer and 
in May we had the Wessex walks with 
200 children walking to Wells Cathe¬ 
dral. 

• WHAT made you become a Rotarian? 

I joined because they do quite a bit 
with the school and I still live only 13 
minutes' walk away. We have Youth 
Speaks, the technology tournament 
and other activities connected with the 
school. 

• HOW do you stay fit these days? 

We love walking and in summer we 
swim in the sea. We go to Cornwall a lot 
for walking in the winter and swim¬ 
ming in the summer. We live at Broad- 
shard and have a policy always to walk 
into Crewkerne unless we go to the 
dump with some rubbish or Molly has 
too much shopping to carry back. She 
goes in most days to shop. If we 
couldn't walk it would be a huge loss to 
us. 

• WHAT would you say to others 
heading for retirement? 

I am a big believer at my age, that if you 
do something physical, do it every day. 
Don't stop, because it is a lot harder to 
get back into it. 

• WHO was your biggest influence 
growing up? 

My father and mother; my father was 
very Victorian and strict, he knocked us 
down and mother picked us up. We 
were a very close family and we would 
go walking together. He was very keen 
on gardening and would enter the 
Three Counties Show with his vegeta¬ 
bles. I always remember the parsnips 
which would grow three feet into the 
ground and we had to polish them with 
milk diluted in water to make them 
whiter. 

• DO you like gardening too? 

Yes I am a vegetable man, not flowers. 
When I was at school we had acres of 
land and had to 'Dig for Victory' and 
were each given a plot to look after. 
Now we try to grow our own vegeta¬ 
bles and love beetroot and parsnips 
but last year when I came to dig my 
beetroot, out of well over 100, all but 
five had been eaten. 

• WHAT would you have to have on 
your desert island? 

A hockey stick and balls, a good geo¬ 
graphical book showing the beauty of 
the country, and an umbrella to stop 
the sun being too strong. 

I have always loved the sun and get¬ 
ting brown but in recent years I have 
had a few problems and I have to watch 
it these days.

Finding out what polo is about

A TEENAGER from 
South Petherton wants 
others to experience the 
adrenaline rush he gets 
from the fastest ball game 
in the world. 

Tom Vaux from Wigbor- 
ough is 15 and spends his 
free time playing polo at 
Vaux Park Polo Club and 
recently returned from a 
bursary trip to train in 
South Africa. 

Tom, who went to Chard 
School and now attends 
Taunton School, said his 
schoolfriends teased him 
about it being a posh sport, 


so he held a birthday party 
at the club two years ago 
and they all got to play bi¬ 
cycle polo with shorter 
sticks. At the end he said 
his friends were all 
buzzing and wanted more. 

Now the school is look¬ 
ing into including it on 
their curriculum. 

Tom admitted that he 
had grown up with horse 
riding, having sat on his 
first horse before he was 
two, but polo is a whole 
new way of riding. The 


ponies have to be small 
because they turn very 
quickly. His uncle started 
the club a few years ago. 

Tom said: “It’s a great 
sport and very physical, it 
is a full contact sport, a 
combination of rugby and 
hockey on horseback. You 
can hit the other person’s 
stick but as long as you are 
next to them and going at 
the same speed you can 
push them. 

“When I am not at 
school I play three or four 
times a week plus week¬ 
end matches. I prefer in¬ 
door polo which is played 
with a football type ball in 
an arena which means 
there is a lot more turning. 

“In May the grass season 
starts which is a com¬ 
pletely different game with 
a lot more hitting, the pitch 
is about three times the 
size and the horses can get 
up to 40pmh. 

“While I was in South 
Africa, for a week or so I 
was playing four or five 
hours a day and I learnt a 
lot. The biggest problem is 
getting the right horse, the 
best are from Argentina; 
they have to stop fast and 
be quick on the turn. 

“If you get good at the 
sport there is a lot of 


money to be made in it but 
it is the adrenaline that I 
really like, and it keeps 
you fit because you have 
to have a lot of core 
strength for all the twist¬ 
ing, you steer the horse 
with your body.” 

The sport is not just for 
the boys and 23 year old 
Heloise Lorentzen is now 
coaching as well as play¬ 
ing at the club. 

She said there are ladies 
only games but also mixed 
games, although the men 
do tend to dominate at the 
higher levels of the sport 
purely due to strength. 

She said: “I have been 
playing since I was 14 and 
I agree with Tom, it is the 
adrenaline rush and the 


competitiveness. The ma¬ 
jority of players can be re¬ 
ally hard on the pitch but 
what happens on the pitch 
stays on the pitch and we 
are all really good friends 
afterwards. It is the fastest 
contact sport in the world 
and we would like to see it 
in the Olympics 

“The majority of us do it 
on a budget, it becomes a 
lifestyle. It is becoming 
more fashionable as peo¬ 
ple realise what fun it can 
be and lot more girls are 
doing it now.” 

Many local people are 
still unaware that the club 
exists and it is welcoming 
schools to go along and 
find out what polo is all 
about. 


Spokesperson Cheryl 
Brown said: “We are try¬ 
ing to encourage more 
families to come along, 
polo has the reputation that 
it is only for the rich and 
famous but we give dis¬ 
counts to schools and col¬ 
leges and help with finding 
sponsorship for teams. 
Plymouth University stu¬ 
dents come here for les¬ 
sons and they aren’t rich 
people. It’s also great for 
corporate weekends and 
team building. 

“It is suitable for eight 
years olds upwards, and 
they can try bicycle polo 
first to get to know the 
game and just have fun. A 
lot of local people don’t 
even know we are here.”

I MUST admit, the contents of today's lunch box looks divine. For while I'm downstairs in my office typing 
this at the meagre hour of 9am, my mind and stomach - both conscious of the need to remain together 
and, more importantly, the great taste that will come their way at a later hour - are both already thinking 
about taking the lid off that lunchbox to reveal the fantastic sunflower bread from Martock's superb 
Bakery Royal and the jewel in the crown - Kingsbury Episcopi Honeycomb. 

The benefits of local honey are far reaching, and broadly fall into four categories: taste, health, wildlife 
and localism. Surely the first of these is by far the most important, for if food is 'good' for you, the planet 
and the farmer but tastes disgusting then all other points will have evaporated. Food, surely, is first and 
foremost to be enjoyed. From there other benefits can flow. 

Yet I digress, for honey is surely delicious. To be fair, I do love any honey from any place, but not all are 
made equal. Many mainstream supermarket offerings are combinations of honey from multiple sources, 
blended to give a brand consistency. There is nothing wrong with this in itself, of course, and it can make 
for a healthy, tasty offering. But it can (not always, but can) invalidate the local and environmental as¬ 
pects of our tick-list. After all, if honey is imported for Brazil (some are) then we might realistically ask 
whether that is the greenest option. 

But local honey-which you should have no trouble finding if you keep you eyes and ears open whilst 
travelling through farm shops, country lanes with houses offering jars for sale outside, or trading co¬ 
operatives - is a whole different product in this respect. The national press has made no secret of the 
problem of the declining British bee population in recent years and one very proactive way to help to 
reverse that trend is to buy local. Local, obviously, means British, which calls for active bee keepers, 
whom can steward this vital aspect to our eco-system. No international transportation: rather, an en¬ 
couragement of pollination for local apple trees, flowers, crops and the like via these wonderful carriers 
of pollen. 

So local honey is certainly delicious, certainly environmentally friendly - no, proactively useful - and 
obviously helpful to the local economy. You might think local honey is expensive, but when you consider 
the volume produced, the margins concerned, the wide reaching benefits and the premium quality of 
the product you might want to reconsider. Think of local honeys like good wines: in my opinion they 
have terroir, and each one is the be savoured and enjoyed for - unlike consistent supermarket staples - 
their subtleties and differences. 

This leaves just one more point: health. I shall resist saying too much about this, for if you Google the 
health benefits of honey you will find a whole hive of claims! Surely some will be true, surely. In fact, a 
good many, but these can be summed up in the knowledge that this a naturally occurring, unrefined 
product - unlikely the white sugar that might find its way into our tea. Whatever the benefit to your 
body, local honey will certainly benefit your local producers, suppliers, orchard and bread. Why not pick 
up another pot today?

Mazda looks forward to company car growth in 2011

MAZDA UK is anticipating an in¬ 
crease in company car demand 
from outright purchase fleets 
and contract hire and leasing 
businesses this year. 

The brand has successfully in¬ 
creased its penetration of public 
and private sector fleets that 
fund vehicles through outright 
purchase, Mazda Contract Hire 
and specialist leasing providers. 

Last year those 'core' end-user 
fleet registrations accounted for 
6,497 units out of total Mazda 
fleet registrations of 10,648 vehi¬ 
cles - up from 6,061 and 10,498 
respectively in 2009. 

This year, Mazda Fleet and Re¬ 
marketing Director Peter Allibon 


is forecasting that end-user fleet 
registrations will be close to 
7,500 units.

• The introduction of a Fleet fo¬ 
cused Mazda6 derivative that 
will be arriving later this year 
•The arrival of the New Mazda5 
1.6-litre 115ps turbo diesel 


with emissions of 138g/km 

As a result of Mazda tightly 
managing its other fleet chan¬ 
nels, including daily rental and 
Motability sales, Allibon is pre¬ 
dicting that total fleet sales will 
be slightly down on 2010 levels. 

However, he said:"Our relation¬ 
ships with end-user fleets and 
leasing companies continue to 
strengthen and that is manifest¬ 
ing itself in rising demand for 
Mazda cars. Consequently, end- 
user fleet registrations as a per¬ 
centage of Mazda's total fleet 
sales will rise this year and ac¬ 
count for at least 70 percent of 
overall corporate volumes." 

Last year Mazda's corporate 
sales team, which focuses on the 
management of major end-user 
accounts, reported registrations 
totalling 3,081 vehicles - a near 
20 percent increase on 2009's 


equivalent figure of 2,572. 

Allibon said:"Such a significant 
increase was tremendous and 
we will be looking to continue to 
grow that element of our sales in 
2011 alongside our leased busi¬ 
ness and small fleet volumes 
through our franchise dealers." 

Mazda's success in increasing 
its corporate sales year-on-year 
despite seeing a reduction in 
total new car sales in 2010 to 
45,449 registrations (2009: 
47,934) was reflective of the 
overall new car market which 
saw a rise in registrations to 
fleets and small businesses 
along with a decline in private 
sales which was driven by the re¬ 
moval of the Scrappage scheme. 

The Mazda6 was the model 
that put Mazda on the fleet map 
in the first decade of the 21st 
century, Allibon said: "The 
model continues to be Mazda's 


fleet best-seller, meanwhile de¬ 
mand for the Mazda3 keeps ris¬ 
ing and corporate registrations 
of the Mazda2 and MX-5 also 
rose in 2010. 

"Mazda delivers stylish and 
sporty vehicles at a competitive 
price with strong wholelife 


costs. This is continuing to 
prove an attractive proposition 
to fleet decision-makers and 
company car drivers. Addition¬ 
ally, specification-adjusted 
prices make the Mazda product 
range even better value versus 
our rivals."

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Fleets take delivery of new Ipg-powered Mazdas 


• Mazda3 and Mazda6 models available for conversion 

• BP, Color Gas and Gleaner Oils add cars to their fleets 

• Financial savings and emission reductions promised 


MAZDA has seen an in¬ 
crease in Mazda6 sales to 
UK fleets who intend to 
convert the car to liquefied 
petroleum gas with the ex¬ 
pectation of significantly 
more orders in the pipeline. 

Mazda6 LPG conversions 
have already joined the 
fleet of the LPG Division of 
fuel giant BP. Additionally, 
Mazda3 and Mazda6 mod¬ 
els have been ordered by

The company, which now 
also operates a Mazda6 
LPG car, is the UK distribu¬ 
tor of Prins Autogas Sys¬ 
tems, which is owned by 
Dutch company SHV Gas, 
which also owns Calor Gas 
in the UK. 

Mazda Fleet and Remar¬ 
keting Director Peter Alli- 
bon said:"Prins Autogas UK 


undertook the conversion 
work on behalf of BP after 
the company ordered its 
first Mazda models. 

"They were so delighted 
with the conversion and 
the styling of the model 
that they contacted Mazda 
to say they would like to 
undertake other conver¬ 
sion work in the future. 
That triggered significant 
interest from a number of 
fleets, including Calor Gas 
and Gleaner Oils, and we 
are in talks with a number 
of other businesses inter¬ 
ested in taking delivery of 
LPG converted Mazdas."

Nevertheless, Prins UK 
say: "There is demand for 
LPG vehicles, particularly in 
the fleet sector. Conver¬ 
sions cost £1,500 to £2,000 
depending on model. LPG 
remains significantly 
cheaper than petrol and 
businesses will recoup the 
after-market conversion 
costs, in most cases, within 
18 months." 

Average UK fuel prices 
currently, according to 
website petrolprices.com 
are, 128.72p a litre for un¬ 
leaded petrol, 133.64p a 
litre for diesel and 76.35p a 
litre for LPG. 

Retro-fit conversions can 
be carried out on petrol-en¬ 
gined Mazda3 1.6 and 2.0- 
litre models and 
petrol-engined Mazda6 1.8, 
2.0 and 2.5-litre models. 

Environmental benefits 
include a 10 percent well- 
to-wheel reduction in C02 
emissions versus both 
petrol and diesel-engined 
cars, a 99 percent reduction 
in particulate matter when 
compared with diesel-en¬ 
gined cars and a 95 percent 
saving in nitrogen oxide 
(NOx) in comparison with 
diesel-engined cars. 

Allibon added: "LPG can 
provide clear financial fuel 
savings and environmental 
benefits, both of which are 
crucial to fleets with the 
business focus very much 
on cost management and 
carbon footprint reduc¬ 


tion." 

Calor Gas, which runs a 
185-strong fleet and has 
now adopted an all-LPG 
company car requirement, 
recently added Mazda to its 
three-badge company car 
choice list. 

Ian Davis, Group Purchas¬ 
ing Manager, said: "We 
broadened the choice of 
cars for our drivers with the 
addition of both the 
Mazda3 and Mazda6. We 
are delighted at Mazda's 
decision to move into LPG 
and the move is proving 
popular with staff. We al¬ 
ready have four Mazda6 
models and two Mazda3 
models on order. I antici¬ 
pate that more orders will 
follow this year." 

The LPG division of BP has 
already taken delivery of 
four Mazda6 LPG cars and 
has a number of other cars 
on order. 

Joseph Corless, BP LPG 
Manager, said: "We are de¬ 
lighted to see Mazda's in¬ 


terest in supporting the au¬ 
togas market in the UK. Au¬ 
togas is one of the few real 
alternatives offering envi¬ 
ronmental benefits at 
lower cost to the motorist. 
BP is also committed to 
supporting this market." 

Scotland-headquartered 
Gleaner Oils distributes all 
types of fuel including LPG 
and either owns or suppli¬ 
ers 32 autogas outlets. The 
company operates a fleet 
of 40 company cars and 
vans of which 35 run on 
LPG and believes it is a 
shrewd way to promote 
the benefits of autogas. 

Managing director David 
Todd said: "We expect to 
take delivery of the Mazda3 
LPG cars early this year. 
These will be the first Maz¬ 
das to join our fleet. The 
brand was recommended 
to us as an alternative to 
our previous marques, 
which have moved away 
from LPG." 



Tyres can suffer a 'hole' lot of 
damage following cold snap 


DRIVERS are being advised by TyreSafe, 
the UK's leading tyre safety organisation, 
that they can minimise the damaging ef¬ 
fects of driving over potholes by making 
sure their tyres are correctly inflated. 

Hitting a pothole can cause serious in¬ 
ternal tyre damage, which may result in 
dangerous sidewall bulges, or result in 
cuts to the tyre which may expose cords, 
rendering it both dangerous and illegal. 

It has been estimated that in 2010 there 
were 8,000 pot hole related claims to in¬ 
surers and the early signs are that 2011 
will exceed this due to the damage 
caused to roads during the freezing 
weather. 

Local authorities are also facing pres¬ 
sure as to which roads they prioritise for 
repair due to cuts of up to 20 per cent in 
road maintenance budgets. According to 
the Local Government Association, Coun¬ 
cils in England and Wales face a £165m 
funding gap to repair roads damaged by 
the winter weather. 

Stuart Jackson, chairman, TyreSafe, 
comments: "Potholes can cause signifi¬ 
cant damage to wheels and tyres. It's 
therefore important for drivers to ensure 
their tyres are properly inflated to reduce 
any potential damage. If they do suffer 
the misfortune of hitting a pothole, driv¬ 
ers should make sure both their wheels 
and tyres are thoroughly inspected by a 
professional for signs of damage. This 
may occur in the form of cuts or bulges in 


the tyre or, as we have seen increasing 
cases of, hairline fractures appearing in 
alloy wheels. 

"In fact, whatever time of year it is mo¬ 
torists should always check their tyre 
pressure at least once a month and espe¬ 
cially if they are planning any long jour¬ 
neys." 

Other effects of hitting a pothole in¬ 
clude wheel misalignment. If there is sig¬ 
nificant misalignment the car may pull to 
one side or cause vibrations in the steer¬ 
ing wheel which can be distracting and 
make the vehicle difficult to control. In 
less severe cases this can go unnoticed by 
the driver yet still result in increased or ir¬ 
regular tyre wear and higher fuel costs. 

"Many garages and tyre dealers offer 
free tyre safety inspections for drivers. 
Properly equipped workshops can also 
perform some quick and simple checks to 
make sure the wheels are properly 
aligned," adds Stuart Jackson. 

If motorists are unsure of the correct 
tyre pressure for their car, they can visit 
the TyreSafe website at 
www.tyresafe.organd enter their vehi¬ 
cle's registration details or by down¬ 
loading the TyreSafe iPhone App.
